HERSCHEL’S OPINION 
Respecting the Constitution and Formation of 
Comets. 
There is no individual perhaps in the annals of 


astronomy who has contributed more to our} 


knowledge of the heavens than Sir William 
Herschel, both by extending the limits of our 


vision in the most distant parts of the universe, | 
and by investigating the laws which govern the | 


more complicated phenomena of nature. But 
of all his contributions to the science, none are 
so important in themselves, or so well calcula- 
ted to disclose to us the secret and marvellous 
operations going on in the workmanship of Na- 
ture, as the discoveries which he has made con- 
cerning nebulw. These nebulw, it is supposed, 
are formed by the partial condensation of matter, 
probably the etherial medium itself diffused 
throughout the universe; and that their number 
must be prodigious is sufficiently proved by the 
fact, that Herschel, by his own efforts alone, 
discovered 2000 of them. Some of the nebule 
are found to have so strong a resemblance to 
many comets, which, on account of their distance 
from the sun, can just be discerned from the 
earth, that they are not unfrequently confounded ; 
and it is only by a nearer approach, or by an 
intimate acquaintance with all the nebulz in the 
same quarter of the heavens, that astronomers 
are able to distinguish them. Now, it is the opi- 
nion of Herschel, and his opinions are strongly 
supported by the authority of La Place, that 
comets are originally minute nebule, which, 
by the continual approximation of their particles, 
have at length acquired such a of density 
as to be capable of being attract by the sun, 
and of describing an orbit of their own. As the 
nebulous mass approaches the sun, one result, 
as we have seen, is the expanse of its parts, and 
their prolongation into what has been termed 
the tail: but another result, according to Herschel 
and one no léss im nt, is a gradual consoli- 
dation of the.neb matter by the agency of 
the solar heat. ‘‘ It is admitted on all bands, "? 
says he, ‘‘ that the act of shining denotes a 
decomposition, in which, at least, light is given 
out; but that many other elastic volatile substan- 
ces escape atthe same time, especially in so 
high a degree of rarefiction, is far from improba- 
ble. Since light, then, certaintly, and very 
likely other subtile fluids also, escapes in great 
abundance during a considerable time before 
and after a comet’s nearest approach to the sun, 
I bok,’’ says Herschel, “ upon a perihelion pas- 
sage in some degrees as an act of consolida- 
tion.”’ 

Herschel’s theory with respect to the agency 
of the solar heat, in promoting the consolidation 
of comets, necessarily implies, that the envelope 
and tail gradually become less extensive, and 
that the neucles upon whose face the nebulous 
matter consolidates, gradually increases in mag- 
nitude. In these respects, therefore, some dif- 
ference ought to be indicated by the physical ap- 
pearance of these comets whose perihelion dis- 
tances, and periods of revolution are not the 
same; a condition confirmed by the examination | 
of several that have been the most attentively 
observed. The second comet of 1811 had a nu- 
cleus, which, according to the continental astro- 
nomers, amounted to 570 miles; while its tail was 
500,000 miles in length. The comet of 1807 


il of 
greater brilliancy; the diameter of the one being 
only 538 miles, the length of the other 900,000.

The first comet of 1811, which, from its splendid 
appearance, has been termed the great comet 

1811, was observed to have a smaller nucleus; 
but, on the other hand, its envelope and tail 
were far more extengive: the diameter of its nu- 
cleus was 428 miles, and its tail stretches out no 
less than 132,000,000 of miles. The first of these 
three comets, then, according to Herschel’s 
theory, mast have been subjected in a much 
greater degree to the consolidating influence of 
the sun’s heat than either of the o two, see- 
img that it had the largest nucleus, and the least 
quantity of nebulous matter: and the like result 
ought to be indicated with respect to all the 
three comets, on a comparison of their respective 
periods and perihelion distances. The periodi- 
cal revolution of the great comet of 1811 1s found 
to be 3,383 years, and it approaches 1,55 near- 
er the sun at its perihelion than any other comet 
of 1811: the product of these two numbers is 5243. 
The periodical revolution of the comet of 1807 
is 1713 years, and its perihelion distance is 2.46 
times less than that of the second comet of 1811: 
the product of these two numbers is 4213. The 
periodical revolution of the second comet of 
1811, whose perihelion distance we have taken 


equal to 1 as the standard of comparison, is $75 ' 


years. These numbers, then, 5243, 4213, 875, 
representing, inversely, the result of the sun's 
long continued action upon the nebulous matter 
of the three comets, correspond very nearly 
with the relative magnitudes of their nucleus as 
indicated by observation; and hence the con- 
firmation of Herschel’s theory is complete.—

To the Editor of the Daily Chronicle. 

As you occasionally insert in your paper me- 
morials of the olden time, | enclose you a letter, 
written more than a century since, by a clergy- 
man who had emigrated to Maryland, giving 
some particulars respecting that province, as it 
was then called, and of his voyage to it. Some 
circumstances, in the history of the writer, are 
known to me. He was a native of Wales, and 
was quite young at the time of his emigration. 
After residing some time in the county where 
this letter was written, he removed to Virginia. 
Some dissatisfaction, not however affecting his 
personal character, occurring there, he returned 
to Maryland, and in 1731 was inducted, by the 
Governor, into the rectorship of St. Stephen’s 
parish, in Cecil county, of that province, where 
he continued during the remainder of his life, 
which was extended to upwards of eighty yoars, 
greatly respected for his virtues and talents. He 
died in the year 1760. The time of his arrival 
in Maryland was shortly after the passage of a 
law for dividing the counties into parishes, and 
making provision, at the rate of 40 lbs. Tobac- 
co per poll, for the support of the clergymen of 
the Church of England, as he states. This cir-

Honovurep Sir—I doubt not ere this but -_ 
are as impatient to hear of my health and cir- 
cumstances as I am to acquaint you thereof, 
whieh I shall do in as few words as I can. After 
we set sail from the Isle of Wight, methought 
the fatigue of the journey wag over, for I was 
then in hopes shortly to leave my floating pri- 
son, that had almost worn out my little patience 
by reason of our longembargo. We were about 
seven weeks in our passage from Land’s End to 
the Capes of Virginia, during which time, as also 
while we lay in the Downs, I enjoyed my health 
very well, having not in the least been discom- 
moded by the sea. All that I observed in my 
passage worth mentioning was, that after we 
cesaal the Western Islands, which lie three hun- 
dred leagues from the Land’s End, we daily met 
with sea weeds, still increasing till we came 
upon the coast of Virginia, supposed to be 
brought with the current which constantly rune 
north-east from the Gulph of Florida: the sea- 
men call them Gulph weeds. It is a yellow 
plant, divided into many branches separating 
from the root; the leaves are small and long, 
growing thick from the root to the top in no 
order. It bears little round berries, not so big 


as currants. I have sent Mr. Bobart* some of fy the 


it. The abundance of flying fish that we met 
were no little diversion to me. They fly in great 
shoals or flocks, and seem at a distance like 
flocks of larks. They seldom mount above three 
fathoms high. The cause of their flight, which 
is not past an hundred yards, is to avoid the ‘ 
dolphins and bennettos that prey upon them: 
the biggest of them seems not to be so big as a 
little nerring. Icatched one that accidentally 
lit upon the side of our ship, and which was not 
above an inch long. The sea water differs not 
in gravity, and co ntly in saltness, in any 
latitude that we were in from which it was at the 
Downs, which I tried with a waterpoise, only

when we were past sounding it feels a great deal 
warmer, almost milk-warm; and I suppose it is 
much warmer towards the bottom; for one day, 
being in a calm, I tied a glass bottle to the end 
of a line, adding weight e to sink it, and 
I let it down near an h fathom, and 
when I hauled it up, the cork was forced into 
the bottle. Thiel tried three times, adding new 
corks, which, though never so big, were forced 
in. Lean attribute the cause to nothing else but 
heat. I saw several grampusses or whales be- 
tween the Western Islands and America. To- 
wards the end of Jaly we entered the Capes of 
Virginia, where we met with several ships 
bound homewards. [I pet three letters on board 
of one, which [ heard since was taken by the 
French, and so my letters miscarried. Our ship 
was the first that came in, having left the fleet 
a fortnight before at sea. They reckon one 
thousand leagues from the Land's End to the 
Capes of Virginia. Three days after | came 
ashore in Calvert county, Maryland, from whence 
I rode up to the Governor’s, and staid with his 
Excellency five weeks. He received me very 
kindly, and, to inaugurate my function, I was 
desired to preach before him, which I did bonis 
avibus. When the rest of the ministers were 
come in, he appointed us our stations, and the 
parish of Christ Church, in Calvert county, came 
to my lot. The Governor had a chaplain, other- 
wise I should have had that place, but I am 
better satisfied as [ am, my place being more 
protitable, and | enjoy more freedom. His Ex- 
cellency was pleased to honour me with a visit 
since, anc to lay a night at our house, expressing 
I shall not in- 
sist to describe the country, but shall say, in 
short, that it is better in all respects than it is 
represented in England. I have enjoyed my 
health since I came very well, and rather better 
than ever. I do not give so good a character of 
the people, but such as they deserve; as they 
are, generally speaking, crafty, knavish, liti- 
gious, dissemblers, and debauched. A gentleman 
(I mean one of a generous Cambro-Briton tem- 
per) is rara avis interris. A man must be cir- 
cumspect and prudent, if he will maintain his 
reputation among them. Of dealing, it is very 
true what was told me by a man at London, that 
none is fit to deal with a Virginian but a Vir- 
ginian; however, I, having made it my business 
both in London and at sea to enquire into the 
nature of the people, that 1 might know the 
better how to behave mysclf among them, have 
gained as good a reputaiion 4s in modesty I could 
expect: neither have I been much imposed upon 
in my bargains. Asto the people’s disposition 
in matters of religion, they’ll follow none out of 
the path of interest, and they beartily embrace 
none but such as will fill the barn and the basket. 
Most sects are here professed, but, in general, 
they are practical atheists. The Governor and 
the Assembly have settled the church govern- 
ment, and divided the province into parishes, al- 
lowing an annual stipend for the minister, which 
is raised by the shrieve, every man from sixteen 
upwards paying forty pounds of tobacco per ann. 
Two-thirds of the parishes are yet vacant. 

The air here in July and August is very hot 
and sultry beyond what it is in England, not but 
that it would be as hot there were it not for the 
breezes that commonly fan the air, whereof we 
seldom have any at that time of the year, unless 
it be now and then a gust occasionéd by thunder 
and lightning. The ground likewise is sandy 
and dry, which adds to the heat. In winter we 
have very sharp weather. In January, when 
the N. W. wind blows some days together, you 
would think yourself in Greenland. You may 
guess at the weather by the following account 
of the snow which fell this winter, viz. Novem- 
ber 18, snow about a foot deep, which lay on 
the ground till the last instant. December 19, 
such terrible snow fell which I thought exceeded 
any that I had seen in England. It was gene- 
rally above knee-deep where there was no drift: 
it lay till January 11, January 15,a moderate 
snow, which just covered the ground. 18, more 
snow fell; it was about a foot deep, and lay to 
the 25th, at which time the ships were frozen in 
that men did go and come aboard upon the ice. 
The bay was frozen over one morning, but the 
tide broke it. Ll have been told, that heretofore 
they have rolled hogsheads of tobaeco to the 
ship’s side upon the ice. The hogsheads com- 
monly weigh tive or six hundred weight. Feb. 5, 
snow u foot deep: it lay till the 16th. Feb. 28, 
a moderate snow which covered the ground, but 
was carried away by the rain before night; but 
the suow is not half so intolerable as the cold 
north-west wind. I have heard my landlord 
say, that he has thrown up water out of a cup, 
which turned to ice before it came tothe ground. 
It is never so cold as when the wind blows from 
N. W. I suppose there may be some high moun- 
tains always covered with snow to that point, 
which makes the wind so cold; but when it blows 
for some days from south-west, it brings such 
warm weather as will make a man that is at any 
labour pull off his coat, though it be in January. 
Such unseasonable heats are doubtless the occa- 
sion of many distempers amongat us. |

POSTSCRIPT.—The Montano, packet ship 
from Havre, whence she sailed on the 17th, 
brings us Paris papers to the 16th Nov. The 
lateness of the hour makes it impossible to give 
any translations. There is no confirmation, how- 
ever, of the alleged battle before Choumla, of 
which a rumour yesterday reached here from 
Smyrna. The Gazette de France, of the 15th 
of November, says, no recent intelligence has 
reached here from the theatre of war. It is ex- 
pected at Vienna, that no Russian bulletin will 
be published before the capture of Silistria, after 
which it is expected Count Witgenstein will take 
a strong position before Choumla, and wait a 
more favourable season. They wrile from Bu- 
charest, that for two days a constant cannon- 
ade from and in the direction of SMfiistria has 
been heard. The Russians were conjectured to 
be making an assault. The garrison is estima- 
ted at 24,000 Turks; the Russians at least at 
30,000. 

Lonpon, 11th November.—Consuls closed 


yesterday at 87, opened to-day at 86 3-4, and 
went to 86 7-8. 


The Charles Carroll, from Havre, sailed the 
17th November. The Charlemagne, from Havre 
—day of sailing Ist Dec. and the Columbia, 
from London—day of sailing 5th Dec.—are now 
coming up. To-morrow we shall have news 
enough.

Monod (Frederick) Pastor-adjunoct....Paris. 
‘* Edifices Consetrated to Divine Worship. 
—The decree of the 12th Frimaire, in the year 
XI. (December 8, 1802,) which organized this 
church, granted to it three of the churches 





which had formerly been appropriated to the 
Roman Catholic worship, for the celebration of 
divine service, viz. the Church of St. Louis, rue 
St. Thomas du Louvre, the Church of Panthe- 
mon, rue de Grenelle, St. Germain, and the 
Church of St. Mary, rue St. Antoine. As the 
vernment of France had occasion for the 
hureh of Panthemon for a military magazine, 
no divine service has hitherto been celebrated in 
it. A few years after the date of the above de- 
cree, the works connected with the Louvre hav- 
ing rendered it necessary to demolish the Church 
of Saint Louis, the Church of the cidevant Fa- 
thers of the Oratory, rue St. Honore, :

“« Divine Service.—At Paris, there is divine 
service every Sunday in each of these temples, 
viz—in that of the rue St. Antoine, at half past 
eleven, and in that of the Oratoire at half past 
twelve. Divine Service is also celebrated, by 
authority of the Consistory, in the Sunday schoo! 
room at half seven in the evening; every 
Thursday at two o'clock, m the temple of the 
Oratoire: in the last prayer of which service the 
Consistory has caused a petition to be inserted 
in behalf of all the religious societies. On the 
morning following the celebration of the commu- 
nion, there is a thanksgiving service in the tem- 
ple of the Oratoire. Monthly prayer meetings, 
which are very w: ll attended, came in behalf 
of missions for ting the Gospel. 

** The scion tt the reformed, in the temple 
of the Oratoire, is preceded and followed by se- 
veral other services. Under the authority of the 
Consistory, the English residents in Paris cele- 
brate divine service every Sunday, viz.— Prayers 
in the morning at 9 o’clock, and in the after- 
noon at three o’clock, when a sermon is deli- 
vered by the English Bishop (Dr. Luscombe,) or 
some other clergyman. At two o’clock, divine 
service is performed for the Americans in the 
Sunday school room. 

‘In the college of Louis-Le-Grand, divine ser- 
vice is celebrated every Sunday and Thursday, 
and also during passion week, by M. Roissard, 
one of the Lutheran Church at Paris, who has 
been appointed Protestant chaplain to that col- 
lege with a salary.’’ 

PROTESTANT SOCIETIES. 

The Bible Society at Paris is the parent of all 
the Bible Societies in France, with the exception 
of that at Strasburg; and new societies are daily 
forming in the same departments, There is al- 
so a Ladies’ Bible Society, with numerous asso- 
ciations and collectors at Paris, which has seve- 
ral auxiliary and branch societies in the depart- 
ments, besides an association of Protestant manu- 
facturers and work people. 

A Missionary Society was established in 1822: 
at Paris, (where there is also a ladies’ society,) 





which has given birth to numerous auxiliary sod | 
other associations. Inthe seminary for training 

missionaries the pupils are taught geography, 

the use of the globes, history, both profane and | 
ecclesiastical, the Greek, Latin, Hebrew, and | 
English languages, and particularly the language | 
of the people among whom they are destined to | 
labor, exegensis or biblical interpretation, ma- | 
thematics, physics, and astronomy. These last | 
mentioned sciences are taught, as affurding so 
many opportunities of fixing the attention of ido- 
latrous people, and disposing them to listen to 
the doctrins of Christiamty. Above all, the com- 
mittee of this society exert every effort that the 
pupils do not quit the seminary, without being 
animated by the most expansive love and un- 
feigned piety, nor until they are fully instructed 
in the knowledge of the Gospel which they ure 
to preach to heathen nations. 

A Religious Tract Society, founded in 
has circulated with great ellect, nearly a million 
of tracts, in which the religious and mora! pre- 
cepts of the bible are rendered intelligible to the 
meanest capacity. 

Providant Societies, and Societies for Muiu- 
al Assurunce. In 1825, a few individuals founded 
a mutual benefit society for the humble monthly 
payment of two francs (twenty pence) and six 
francs (or five shillings) entrance. Scarcely, 
however, where its ——_ known, when 
multitudes of subscribers offered themselves.— 
Numerous donations have been made, among 
which, the annual presents of Charles X. and 
the members of the royal family of France, hold 
a distinguished place. ' 

Schools. There are three Sunday schools, or 

rather schools for religious instruction; to which 
children are admitted who have not previously 
learned to read and write at the weekly or ele- 
mentary day schools, of which, there are six in 
the different arondissemens of Paris—three for 
boys, and as many for girls, the masters and 
mistresses of which are chosen by the Consistory. 
One of them is a charity school, in which, how- 
er, young persons, who have no fortune, are ad- 
missible as boarders, on certain terms, at the 
expense of benevolent individuals. 
The Consistory has also established a gratuit- 
ous course of instruction in psalmody; the les- 
sons are given during three months in the year, 
every Thursday, in the temple of Oratoire. 
Since the establishments of these instructions, 
the psalmody in the protestant churches is stat- 
ed (and we can credit the statement) to have 
been greatly improved.

The Lonpon keepsake contains an article 
on the character of Mr. Cannino, ascribed 
to the pen of Sir James Macinrosu. We 
subjoin an extract from the passages in 
which Mr. CanniNne’s powers as an orator 
and a poet, are characterized. It will, ge- 
nerally, we think, be remarked that the 
former are somewhat over-rated, and the 
latter undervalued. The whig orator and 
statesman, the personal and political friend 
of Fox, could hardly be expected to appre- 
ciate fully the merits of the Anti-Jacobin. 
Sir James, we apprehend, will find few to 
concur with him in assigning to his hero 
the palm of wit over all other Eneuisn 
speakers. ‘The parliamentary history con- 
tains the skeleton of a speech by Suext- 
pan, in 1800 or 1801,-attacking the Ap- 
DINGTON administration, which Mr. Can- 
NING, who replied, pronounced one of the 
most splendid ever heard in the Louse of 
Commons. ‘The reporter secms to have 
given it from memory ; preserving little 
more than those brilliant passages which it 
was impossible to forget. In the few pages 
which contain all that remains to us of a 
speech that occupied several hours in the 
delivery, we find little else than a constant 
succession of the most brilliant flashes of 
wit. The dialogue of the Duerna is not 
more thickly sown with original and lively 
images, SWERIDAN’s wit never missed fire: 
while Cannine, though often successful, 
sometimes failed. In this quality of a pub- 
lic speaker, we think Sir James Macrnrosu

qeired. In the calm part of his speeches, his at- 
titude and gesture might have been selected by 
a ‘painter to represent grace rising towards dig- 
nity. No English speaker used the keen and 
brilliant weapons of wit so long, so often, or s0 
effectively, as Mr. Canning. He gained more 
triumphs and incurred mtore enmity by it than 
any other. Those whose importance depends 
much on birth and fortune, are impatient of see- 
ing their own artificial dignity, or that of their 
order, broken down by derision; and perhaps 
few men heartily forgive a successful jest against 
themselves, but those who are conscious of being 
unhurt by it. Mr. Canning often used this talent 
imprudently. * * As his oratorical faults were 
those of youthful genius, the —s of age 
seemed to purify his eloquence, and every year 
appeared to remove some speck which hid, or 
at least dimmed, a beauty. He daily rose to 
large views, and made, perhaps, as near ap- 
proaches to philosophical principles as the great 
difference between the objects of the philosopher 
and those of the orator will commonly allow. 
When the Memorials of his own time, the com- 
position of which is said never to have inter- 
rupted in his busiest moments, are made known 
to the public, his abilities, as a writer, may be 
better estimated. * * * Mr. Canning’s power 
of writing verse may rather be classed with his 
accomplishments, than numbered among his high 
and noble faculties. It would have been a dis- 
tinction for an inferior man. * * * In some 
of the amusements or tasks of his boyhood there 
are passages which, without much kelp from 
fancy, might appear to contain allusions to his 
greatest measures of policy, as well as to the 
tenor of his life, and the melancholy splendor | 
wich surronnded his death. In the concluding | 
line of the first English verses written by him at | 
Eton, he expressed a wish, which has been sin- | 
golarly realised, that he might 

‘ Live in a blaze, and ina blaze expire.’ 

It is at least a striking coincidence, that the 
statesman, whose dying measure was to mature 
an alliance for the deliverance of Greece, should, 
when a boy, have written English verses on the 
slavery of that country; and that in his prize 
poem at Oxford, on the pilgrimage to Mecca, a 
composition as much applauded as a modern 
Latin poem can aspire to be, he should have as 
bitterly deplored the lot of the other countries, 
now groaning under the same babarious yoke. 

Nunc Satrape imperio et sevo subdita Turce. 

To conclude:—he was a man of brilliant ge- 
nius, of warm affections, of high and generous | 
spirit; a statesman, who, at home, converted | 
most of his opponents into warm supporters; who, | 








sought an orderly aud legal liberty; and who was 
cut offin the midst of vigorous and splendid 
measures, which, if executed by himself, or with 
his own spirit, promised to place his name in the 
first class of rulers, among the founders of last- 
ing peace, and the guardians of human improve- 
ment.’” 





At a public dinner given at New Or- 
LkANXs, on the 19th of December, to Mr. 
Livincsron, that gentleman made these ob- 
servations in relation to the system of penal

adopted. In the warmth of debate I rashly 
declared that if this were the only objection, 
it should in time be obviated, for that if no 
other member would undertake the task | 
would myself at a future day produce such 
system. My indiscreet offer was at once 
accepted, and the debate was closed by the 
proposer of the bill, who, in flattering terms, 
declared that my assurance was considered 
as a pledire, which it was hoped I would in 
time redeem. ‘Thus engaged I would not 
recede: a system of general law was prepar- 
ed for offences of which the court, of the 
United States have cognizances throughout 
the union, and for all those which might be 
committed in the District of Columbia, and 
in other places of which the jurisdiction had 
been ceded to the United States; and on 
motion of Mr. Webster it was ordered to 
be printed under my direction.

A consolidation of the Baltimore Chronicle 
and Marylacder establishments has taken place. 
The paper issued on Wednesday bears the title 
of the ‘* Commercial Chronicle and Daily Mary- 
lander,’’ and is edited and published by Leakin 
and Sands—the commercial department by W. 
G. Lyford. 

The Baltimore Chronicle has been uaited with 
the Marylander and the proprietors think their 
subscription list as large as any in the city.

As the daughter had some of 
her mother’s blood in her, he determined to 
prevent her from going into the streets whenever 
she pleased, and was absolutely obliged to chain 
her to his to restrain her hereditary impe- 
tuosity.—(Laughter.) But what would the Jury 
say when they found that she actually went into 
the streets, goose and all, notwithstanding the 
prohibition?—-(Loud Laughter.)

Pray, my dear, what did your father chain 
you to the goose for?—‘ Cause I wanted to go to 
Bartlemy fair. 

And did you run away with the goose, chain 
and all?—Why, I did go away.
